First, the poplar; second, the oak; 
third, various varieties of tin flr. and 



pine tree. Thcae are l lie 
to bp ntriM'k by lightning. 

If you id tint seek shelter under a 
tree, Ick out an alder. In all Germany, 
where a careful Investigation was 
made reeently of the pronenew of 
tree* to iMdiine target* for thunder- 
holta, not a single Instance wa* found 
of an alder being struck. 

Virtually u third of all trees struck 
are oaks. Just a hundred times as 
many oaks as beech tree* are hit by 
lightning. 

The oak is 25 limes as dangerous as 
the birch and 18 times as fatal as the 
pine. 

It is safer to stand beneath a pott 
tree than an apple. Walnut and cher- 
ry do not attract electricity so strong- 
ly as do elm, willow and chestnut. 

A tree standing by itself Is in much 
grpator danger than a tree standing in 
a wood. Treea with deep roots are

likely to be struck by lightning; 
than trees »lth roots near the sur- 
face of the ground. 

Tri es In damp soli are also better 
targets, and therefore less safe placea 
of shelter than trees In dry ground 

A house surrounded by oak and pop 
lar trees Is hardly over struck, as the 
trees act In the capacity of lightning 
roils, which divert the thunderbolt*. 

There is an old adage that lightning 
never strikes twice In the same place, 
but I've seen a tree that was hit more 
than once. 

Kvidently the IVnnsylvanla Oer 
mans have also seen similar sxnmples, 
becaiiHc they have the two well- 
grounded superstitions. 

"If wood from a tree which was 
struck by lightning Is burned In thp 
stove, lightning will strike the house.' 

"Wood from a tree struck by light- 
ning must never be used In the con- 
struction of ■ house or barn, or the 
latter will also be Btnick by light- 
ning."

With the flight Winn of Meld Mar- 
shall von HlndenburR's Army July 28 
(by Courier to Berlin, Auguat 3).— 
"Here Is Ihe place where the Russian* 
reported during their Mareh offensive 
that they had taken our flr*t three 
Hues.' said the German Captain with 
"whom an American correspondent had 
Just Inspected thn Teuton front 
trenche* southward of Naroei I ..•.'> 

The officer continued: 

"Their statement*, though accurate, 
was misleading, for these throe line* 
of trenches composed our first line of 
defense." 

The Captain's statement, us the cor- 
respondent had the fullest opportunity 
to observe, was true. In his trip to 
the front, which covered altogether 
many scores of mile* of treuchea, the 
observer never before had seen posi- 
tions which appeared to be so strong 
or so nearly Impregnable. 

A terrible commentary on the litis 
slan losses here during the March of- 
fensive was afforded by a remark ot 
the officer at a certain oint in the 
trendies where the stench led the cor- 
respondent to ask whether bodies were 
still lying unburled He replies: 
' "No, but the vieltlnih of shell nre are 
so Hhcihlcd thut it Is impossible to rov- 
er all the scraps of flesh when build- 
ing the trenches." 

The positions refrred to were tem- 
porarily raptured by the Russians In 
March after a German battalion, which 
lunl ten withstanding the attacks of 
fiome T.oott men, had been reduced to 
200 survivors, and the comuiander de- 
cided to withdraw them when the last 
of their four machine guns jammed. 

Tlie Germans retook the position on 
April 26 and two days later they ad- 
vanced their line some 200 yard*, 
where It 1* still held by them. The 
Importance of a breach for the Rus- 
sians here comes from the fact that 
this is the main route to Vllna. The 
last attack of any consequence was 
made July 6. It failed, like Its pre

Mum Maysville Pesnle Have Kept

During artillery bombardments one 
lookout is stationed by the commander 
at each section of a trench and he is 
relieved every IS minutes. 

"It oannot be required that any man 
shall stand awaiting death for nunc 
than 15 minutes at a stretcm ' said 
the trench offloor. Here, aa every- 
where, the correspondent found that 
the spirit of the troop* left nothing to 
be desired. Everyone was confident 
that the Germans already hud con- 
quered, ami that It was only necessary 
to wait until the Entente Allies learu- 
el of the impossibility of breathing 
the German lines. The correspondent 
was surprised in English by a private 
soldier, who explained that he hail 
worked for five years in a factory near 
Hartford, Conn. 

A touching Instance of a German 
soldier's fidelity to orders was related 
by a batalllon commander. Three m 
Ml the trenches on a patrolling expe- 
dition and only two returned. A search 
the following night revealed the body 
of the third man. who had been mor- 
tally wounded. It was noticed that he 
had buried something in the ground In 
the Interval before his death. 

When the object wa* uncovered It 
roved to be a gas mask of a new pat- 
tern. The strictest orders had been 
given that this mask should not be 
permitted to get Into the hands of thn 
Russians their masks at the time be 
Ing of an Inferior design. Tho sol 
dler's last thought wheu dyin* had 
tieeii of this order. 

The Russians malntalu a fairly con 
stant rifle tire, which is utterly wasted 
here, the only German casualties com 
ing from an occasional well-directed 
slirapnell shell.

Gerutnny offensive of 1916. 

An agriculture specialist writing in 
the Tageblatt summarizes the general 
crop prospects as promising a good 
average yield, at least, and In many 
part* very good. He estimates the 
average winter wheat crop around 
Herlln at from ::•» to 35 bushels tin acre 
hut In some places more than Mj win- 
ter rye at from 25 to SO; oats from 45 
to 55. Spring grain also Is unsunlly 
good, whereas In Ml it ens a com- 
parative failure. 

A striking reature of all gruln orops 
U the abundant straw, which Is im- 
portant owing to the fuct that Govern- 
ment experts have advised a met hod 
of grinding and treating straw for use 
as a basl* for the production of con 
centrated animal feetl In connection 
with the production of albumen by the 
fermentation of molasses. 

The potato crop, which is one of the 
most important products of Germany, 
is quite satisfactory. The total crop is 
expected to exceed that of IMS, which 
was one of the largest In history. 

The best crop also Is In splendid 
condition at this time, but It Is Impos- 
sible to predict the sugar yield, which 
will depend almost entirely opon the 
amount of sunshine in August and 
September. 

Staple vegetables, like cabbage, 
pitas, beans and roots of all kinds, are 
giving large yields, especially cab 
bages. of which an unusually large 
acreage was planted to be used in the 
form of saurkraut. 

One of tbe best features of the sit 
uatkm is the large hay crop. The first 
harvest, now completed, produced 
ble, and in some case* triple, the 
amount of last year's crop when the 
first mowing was unusually light. The 
general impression from all crop re- 
ports is that Germany now has passed
